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From the Corridor we descend the staircase (along the sides of which are 
hung paintings numbered from 692 to 705), and at the foot of the stairs, 
turn through the door at our left to visit the Library, where are hung a 
number of oil paintings, water colors, engravings and works in plaster. 

Most conspicuous among the paintings are works by Johannes A. Oertel, 
A.N. A., George A. M'Kinstry, John H. Niemeyer, and Charles Lan- 
man, A. N. A. — all of which are illustrated herewith.
